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JOURNAL OF THE HOUSE.

Monday, March 30, 2015.

Met at five minutes after eleven o’clock A.M., in an Informal
Session, with Mr. Donato of Medford being in the Chair (having
been appointed by the Speaker, under authority conferred by Rule 5,
to perform the duties of the Chair).

At the request of the Chair (Mr. Donato), the members, guests
and employees joined with him in reciting the pledge of allegiance
to the flag.

Order.

On motion of Mr. DelLeo of Winthrop, the following order was
adopted,—

Ordered, That, the House ratify the appointment by the House com-
mittee on Rules of James C. Kennedy as Counsel to the House of Rep-
resentatives pursuant to Section 51 of Chapter 3 of the General Laws.

Petitions.

Petitions severally were presented and referred as follows:

By Mr. Day of Stoneham, a petition (accompanied by bill, House,
No. 3322) of Michael S. Day and Jason M. Lewis (by vote of the town)
that the town of Stoneham be authorized grant additional licenses for
the sale of all alcoholic beverages to be drunk on the premises or
licenses for the sale of wines and malt beverages to be drunk on the
premises in theaters with seating capacities of 300 or more; and

By Representative Tucker of Salem and Senator Lovely, a joint
petition (accompanied by bill, House, No. 3323) of Paul Tucker and
Joan B. Lovely (with the approval of the mayor and city council) that
the city of Salem be authorized to issue an additional license for the
sale of all alcoholic beverages to be drunk on the premises;

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Papers from the Senate.

Petitions were referred, in concurrence, as follows:

Petition (accompanied by bill, Senate, No. 30) of Anne M. Gobi
and Todd M. Smola (by vote of the town) for legislation to authorize
the town of Sturbridge to issue one additional license for the sale of
wine and malt alcoholic beverages not to be drunk on the premises
at 178 Main Street. To the committee on Consumer Protection and
Professional Licensure.

Petition (accompanied by bill, Senate, No. 31) of Anne M. Gobi and
Susannah M. Whipps Lee (by vote of the town) for legislation to estab-
lish a special fund for recaptured funds from rehabilitation or receiver-
ship property liens or related grants in the town of Athol;

certain parcels of land.

Severally to the committee Municipalities and Regional Government.

A petition of Harriette L. Chandler and Mary S. Keefe for legisla-
tion to establish a sick leave bank for Christine Chrzanowski, an
employee of the Worcester Recovery Center and Hospital, came from
the Senate referred, under suspension of Joint Rule 12, to the commit-
tee on Public Service.

The House then concurred with the Senate in the suspension of said
rule; and the petition (accompanied by bill, Senate, No. 37) was
referred, in concurrence, to the committee on Public Service.

Reports of Commiittees.

By Mr. Murphy of Weymouth, for the committee on Public Service,
on a petition, a Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Daniel Cardillo,
an employee of the Division of Capital Asset Management and Main-
tenance (House, No. 3183).

By the same member, for the same committee, on a petition, a Bill
establishing a sick leave bank for Joseph Esposito, an employee of the
Massachusetts Department of Transportation (House, No. 3185).

Severally read; and referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on
Steering, Policy and Scheduling.

Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for said committee, then reported that the
matters be scheduled for consideration by the House.

Under suspension of Rule 7A, in each instance, on motion of the
same member, the bills severally were read a second time forthwith;
and they were ordered to a third reading.

Subsequently, the noon recess having terminated, under further
suspension of the rules, in each instance, on motion of Mr. Speliotis
of Danvers, the bills (having been reported by the committee on
Bills in the Third Reading to be correctly drawn) were read a third
time; and they were passed to be engrossed. Severally sent to the
Senate for concurrence.
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Recess.

At twenty-three minutes after eleven o’clock A.M., on motion of
Mr. Hill of Ipswich (Mr. Donato of Medford being in the Chair), the
House recessed subject to the call of the Chair; and at seven minutes
after one o’clock, the House was called to order with Mr. Donato in
the Chair.

Paper from the Senate.

The House Bill relative to racing days at Suffolk Downs (House,
No. 3203), came from the Senate with the endorsement that it had been
passed to be engrossed, in concurrence, with amendments striking out all
after the enacting clause and inserting in place thereof the text contained
in Senate document numbered 36; striking out the emergency preamble
and inserting in place thereof the following emergency preamble:

“Whereas, The deferred operation of this act would tend to defeat
its purpose, which is to make supplemental appropriations for fiscal
year 2015 and to make certain changes in law, each of which is imme-
diately necessary to carry out those appropriations or to accomplish
other important public purposes, therefore it is hereby declared to be
an emergency law, necessary for the immediate preservation of the
public convenience.”; and

Striking out the title and inserting in place thereof the following
title: “An Act making appropriations for fiscal year 2015 to provide for
supplementing certain existing appropriations and for certain other
activities and projects.”.

Under suspension of the rules, on motion of Mr. Dempsey of Haver-
hill, the amendments were considered forthwith.

The same member then moved that the House concur with the Senate
in its amendments with a further amendment striking out all after the
enacting clause (inserted by amendment by the Senate) and inserting in
place thereof the text contained in House document numbered 3332. The
further amendment was adopted.

The House then concurred with the Senate in its amendments, as
amended. Sent to the Senate for concurrence in the further amendment.

Subsequently the bill came from the Senate with the endorsement that
said branch had non-concurred with the House in its amendment.

On motion of Mr. Dempsey the House insisted on its further amend-
ment (striking out all after the enacting clause and inserting in place
thereof the text contained in House document numbered 3332); and the
bill was returned to the Senate endorsed accordingly.

Recesses.

At twenty-five minutes after one o’clock P.M., on motion of Mr. Hill
of Ipswich (Mr. Donato of Medford being in the Chair), the House
recessed subject to the call of the Chair; and at eleven minutes before
three o’clock, the House was called to order with Mr. Donato in the
Chair.

The House thereupon, on further motion of Mr. Hill, took a further
recess subject to the call of the Chair; and at sixteen minutes before six
o’clock the House was called to order with Mr. Donato of Medford in
the Chair.
